1. The type of economic intelligence information evaluated from 
the area under consideration is that pertaining to the field of agri- 
culture. 


2. The intelligence coverage of this area has been inadequate. 

Although the US does have a legation in Bucharest, the travel restric- 
tions and the lack of an agricultural officer seriously limits the amount 

of agricultural information. Bulgaria, with no US Legat ion, is even 25X1X4
